Foreign Capitalists Cannot Be 
Induced to Invest 
Ther . 


Potter’s Committee Waiting for 
Means to Again Invade 
Louisiana, 


Passage of the Diplomatic and Naval 
Appropriation Bills in 
the House. 


CORBIN AND BUTLER. 
REPORT OF THE SENATE BLECTION COMMITTEES. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 10.—The report of 
Senator Cameron, of Wisconsin, upon the Cor- 
bin-Butler contest has been printed for the use 
of the Committee. It has not been formally 
voted on, but the general understanding is that 
the Republicans will support it. It is a docu- 
ment of twenty-three pages, and presents a 
legal review of the facts of the elections, action 
of the Board of Canvassers and of the Supreme 
Court, and the organization of the State Legis- 
lature which elected Corbin. It conclades that 
no Representatives from Laurens and Edgefield 
Counties held certificates of clection according 
to the Jaws and usages of South Carolina; that 
the fiftv-nine members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives who met and organized the House 
which voted for Corbin were a majority of all 
the members chosen, and according to law 

CONSTITUTED A QUORUM 
to do business, aud that this legal House, 
acting with the unquestioned Senate, composed 
the legal Legislature of South Carolina, and 
the election of Corbin was in all respects valid. 

As fo Butler's case, the report holds that the 
legal election of Corbin left no vacancy which 
could do filled by another election,—a proposi- 
tion which the Senate settled in the case of 
Potter vs. Robbin,s from Rhode Island. Facts, 
bowever, are deemed important to present. 
The fifty-seven members of bls of 
Representatives who met in C Hall 
lacked two of a legal quorum to do business. 
The Edgefield and Laurens delegates, hoiding 
no certificates of election from the Board of 
Canvassers, met with these fifty-seven, and the 
body thus r as a House of 
Representatives, — claiming to be a Sen- 
ate, though baving six lese than a majority of 

that body, acted with the House and 
BLECTED BUTLER. 
The legal Senate, with a full leral quorum, 
never in any way recogniged tne Butler House. 

While the report at everv point of the con- 
troversy supports the claim of Corbin and 
denies that of Butler, it goes further, and 
takes the position that, even if all be admitted 
that Butier claims for the House of Represent- 
atives at Carolina Hall, namely: that it was 
lawfuliy organized and had a legal quorum 
present, while this would invaiidate Corbin’s 
title, it would not make Butler’s valid, since a 
single and isolated House of Representatives 
cannot by any process of reasoning be held to 
constitute the Legislature of South Carolipa. 
This position of the Committee is equivalent to 
a report that, whether or not Corbin be declared 
maar Butler has no claim whatever to his 
seat. 


UNINVITING. 
FOREIGN OPINION OF SOUTHERN IMMIGRATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Dec. 10.—An excellent 
Mustration of how the South stands in its own 
light by allowing general disorders has just 
been afforded here in the action of a foreign 
agent of one of the principal German steam- 
ship lines. This gentieman came to Washing- 
ton to inquire in what part of the country his 
company could purchase suitable timber lands 
from which the needed supplies could always be 
obtained, The object was to make a purchase 
of tracts of land and open extensive works for 
preparing all kinds of ship timber. He was in- 
formed that certain pertions of Alabama, prop- 
erly situated with reference to both railroad 
and water transportation, lands well stocked 
with such woods as he desired could be obtained 
at a low figure. He replied that 

ON NO ACCOUNT 

could his company be imduced to invest a dol- 
lar in the South or send a man there; that, 
while he personally had no doubt, from inquir- 
ies which he had made, that he could go into 
Alabama and invest in lands and get timber 
without molestation, it would be impossible for 
him to convince his company, and it would be 
very difficult for them to procufe men at home 
who were acquainted with the exact wants of: 
the Company to agree to come over and go into 
the Southern States of this Union. 

In reply to the assurances that Alabama was 
free from all political disturbances, he said tuat 
while he supposed it to be true. nevertheless 
the belief had become so general in Europe that 
the Southern States were in an unsettied con- 
dition, and the rights of person and property, 
especially of those who were not natives, 

WERE 80 CONSTANTLY DISREGARDED 
as to render it impossible to induce capitalists 
to trust either their money or the representa- 
tives of their interests in any of the South.

jate Court. This wes a suit iu trespass against 
the Lake Shore Road, the Union Star Line, E. 
4. Corawell, aud Reuben Slayton, and plaintiff 
charred assault and false imprisonment and 
it seems that the companies had 

reason to suspect Goldberg of stealing goods 
‘from their offices, and Cornwell,an agent of 
‘the Lake Shore Rod. sued out a search-war- 
and had Goidbere’s house searched. The 
ease bas been tried four times,—resulting first 
ina verdict for one and then for the other 
party: The Lake Shore Road disavowed the 
dete of Cornwell in the matter, yet on one trial 
the jary found Cornwell innocent and the Com- 


pany guilty. 
Judge Pleasants said the liability of the Lake 
Road must have arisen as principal of 
Cornwell, who, in suing out the search-war- 
gant, committed the trespass complained of. 
Tbe Court below erred in not admitting on the 
jast trial the record of the former trial. If the

There is nothing in law or 
morals that requires the bullion value of a 
standard dollar to equal the value of a gold 
dollar in London or Berlin.—Eb. } 

Iseeno advantage to the people, in their daily 
traffic, in having 312% grains in a silver dollar. or 
whether it contains 500 grains; but I can see the 
necessity for all standards being of equal value in 
order to be a unit or measure of value. 

[As long as the purchasing power of the two 
coins are equal in the United States, you have 
nothing to complain of from your own stand- 
point. The standards are of equal value. Buy 
something with a ten-dollar gold piece, and see 
if ten standard silver doliars will vot purchase 
precisely the same amount of the commodity.—

CIA, Dec. 10.—Your course regarding the 
sil ver question has met the approval of myself 
and all other silver men, and that you will win 
cannot be doubted.

It is that all banks desiring to do bus ness on 
a strictly gold basis, and refusing to receive 
legal-tender standard silver dollars, should be

The National banks, as a rule, look with in- 
difference upon all measures requiring them to 
redeem their circulation in coin, or depriving 
them of tneir circulation, or even abolishing 
their charters altogether. The banks generally, 
it is true; prefer to remain under their 
national charters, as the people, deservedly, 
have confidence jun the system; and, 
should any National bank change toa State or 
private institution, the act would be looked upon 
with suspicion as indicating a desire to avoid 
Government ¢Xaminations, sworn statements, 
and all the checks contained in our present 
Banking act upon reckless and tajudicious 
methods of doing business. 

Should, however, a general law be passed by 
Congress io effect abolishing the bank charters, 
most of the largest institutions throughout the 
country would be of the opportunity of 
going back to the old system of banking with- 
out creating any particular notoriety. That, 
therefore, is not the way of bringing our bank- 
ing friends to a realizing sense of what they 
owe to the community in general, but a tax as 
suggested will sharoly teach them that the na-

THE OMAHA BRIDGE. 


How the Union Pacific Bridge Monopoly 
Confiscates the Products of the Farmers, 
Robs the Mechanics and Laborers, Bleeds 
the Merchants, and Cripples Manufac- 
turing Industries—Facts and Figures that 
Cannot Be Refuted—The Omaha Bridge 
Monopoly in Congress. 

Omaha Bee, Nec. 7. 
A bill waa introduced in the House Thursday 
by Congressman Finley, of Ohio, prohibiting 
the Union Pacific Railroad Company, under 


heavy penalty, from charging special tolls over 
the Omaha bridge in excess of the amount now 
charged fer transportation of freight and pas- 
sengers over a similar distance over any other 
portion of the road. 

Mr. Finley’s Bridge bill strikes the keynote of 
this issue. It declares the Omaha bridge to be 
apartof the main line of the Union Pacific 
Road, not merely for the purposes of continu- 
ous transportation, but also proposes to compel 
that Company to transport passengers and 
freight over the bridge at the same rate that is 
charged for transportation over a similar dis- 
tance on any otber part of the main line. Now, 
this is a measure that affects not merely the 
property of Omaha in removing a most oppress- 
ive embargo that has for years retarded ber 
commercaal and industrial development, but 
also directly concerns the farmers; stock-raisers, 
miners, and merchants of the vast region be- 
tween the Missouri River and Pacific Ocean, 
whose products and imports bass 
through the Union Pacific gateway at 
Omaha. Whatever. retards “the industrial 
development and impairs the prosperiiy 
of so large a section of this country must in- 
evitably also impair the prosperity of the whole 
country. The industrial development of Ne- 
braska, Wyoming, and Utah cannot fail to add 
to the prosperity of Iowa and Illinois. Chi- 
cago, as the metropolis of the great Northwest, 
is almost as seriously cripplea by these bridge 
exactions as Omaha, the metropolis of Ne- 
braska. 

Chicago is a heavy buyer in the Nebraska 
grain and cattle market, and a heavy seller to 
Nebraska merchants. If the extortions of the 
bridge monopoly tend to impoverish the Ne- 
braska farmer, stock-raiser, or merchant, they 
impair the prosperity of Chicago. But even re- 
mote California and Oregon are crippled more 
or less by this bridge extortion. For instance, 
to-day we note the following raph in the 
Council Biufls Nonpered:; “Six cars of emi- 

rants left Council Biufts yesterday over the 

nion Pacific Road for the Far West. About 
two car-loads of these were direct from Ten- 
uessee.”’ These emwrants were evidentiy des- 
tived tor the Pacific-Coast States. 

Every man, woman, and child was compelled 
to pay 30 cents for crossing the Omaha bridge, 
instead of 10 cents, which was charged by the 
Omaha ferry fifteen years ago. Every dollar 
lawlessly exacted from these emigrants is a dol- 
lar stolen from people upon whom Cali- 
fornia, Oregon, and Nevada depend for their fu- 
ture industrial development. These passenger 
robberies are, however, trifling compared to the 
wholesale confiscation which this bridge-toll 
operates upon producers and stock-ratsers. It 
is highly creditabie to Mr. Finley that he has 
championed such a noble cause. The citizens of 
Omaha, the locality which his bill most tends to 
benefit, should lose no time in giving it their 
cordial public indorsement. The State of Ne- 
braska will, we copfidently anticipate, indorse 
the proposed measure through her Legislature, 
and request our Congressmen to give it their 
active support. 

Keep it before the people—that the decision 
of the Supreme Court of the United States, de- 
clariug the Missouri River railwavy-bridge at 
Omaha a fart of the Union Pacific Railroad, 
clearly implies that the special bridge toll ex- 
acted by the Union Pacific Company is contrary 
to the spirit of the Pacific Railroad charter. 

Keep it before the people—-that the charge of 
$10 per car-load for the transportation of 
ireight, and 50 cents ver head forthe trans- 
portation of passengers over said bridge, rohs 
the producers of tuis State by shrinking the 
value of grain, cattle, and other products they 
export, cripples their manufacturing in- 
dustries by raising the price ot coal, lum- 
ber, and other materials imported from 


the East, and retards the material develop- 


men of Nebraska aod the West by levying a 
heavy tax uvon immigrants. 

Keep it before the people of Omaha, Neb., 
and the Great West, aud let them ponder over 
tne following startling figures that demonstrate 
what a monstrous engine of oppression this 
bridge monopoly is, and how it confiscates the 
earnings of our workingmen, the products of 
our farmers, and capital of our merchants and 
manufacturers.

TWO SILVER BILLS IN CONGRESS. 
Two bills bearing upon the status of silver 
in this country have already secured a ma- 
jority vote in the National House of Repre- 
sentatives, though failing in the necessary 
two-thirds for the suspension of the rules re- 
quired for their passage at this time. This 
is a pretty suro indication that they will be 
adopted by the House at least when they 
shall be regularly reported by the proper 
committees. Both bills are in the right di- 
rection, with the difference that Mr. Don- 
HAM's—providing that the Government re- 
deem the trade dollars in standard silver dol- 
lars—should be passed at once, while Mr. 
Fort's, compelling the National banks to re- 
ceive the standard dollars on deposit, may be 
regarded as premature, and will not suffer 
from delay. 
The proposition that the Government 
shall exchange the standard silver dollars for 
the trade dollars, and recoin the latter, is so 
obviously fair and proper, that there should 
be no difference of opinion about it. The 
trade dollar in its present condition is a 
bastard coin. It was provided for in the 
Coinage act of 1873, when the coining of the 
standard dollar was dropped. By that act it 
was made, along with Other silver coins, 
legal-tender to the amount of $5, but subse- 
quently even its limited legal-tender function 
was taken from it. In the meantime nearly 
$20,000,000 of this coin had been emitted ; 
a large portion of that amount found their 
way to China, bat probably $6,000,000 or 
$7,000,000 had come into circulation in this 
country. As the weight of the trade dollar 
is 420 grains, or 7} grains more than that of 
the standard dollar, it was readily taken by 
the people at par, in ignorance of the fact 
that it was not a legal-tender coin; but sub- 
sequent exposure of this fact caused its 
rejection by the banks and others that had 
been instrumental in its distribution, and it 
naturally depreciated to its bullion value. 
Again the hope of its recognition or re- 
demption by the Government gave it an in- 
creased value over mere bullion, and so it 
has been and still is a coin of undetermined 
value, and consequently a disturbing ele- 
ment in the currency to the extent that it 
exists. The proposition that the Govern- 
ment shall exchange standard silver dollars 
for the outstanding trade dollars is a simple 
measure for recoinage, which is the usual 
course for retiring any irregular coins that 
are outstanding. Both the Government and 
the people will be the gainers by this pro- 
cess. The Government will enjoy a seign- 
iorage of a few cents on every dollar thus 
recoined, and at the same time the people 
will secure in exchange a coin that will 
circulate at par. We cannot conceive of 
any valid reason for opposition to this meas- 
ure; public justice and public polity alike 
suggest it.

They may not be able to run eoun- 
ter to public opinion, which will recognize 
and enfarce the commercial employment of 
the silver dollars; the banks were not able 
to exclude the. greenbacks when they were 
depreciated far below any rate to which the 
silver dollars can be forced, They may dis- 
cover that their proposed discrimination will 
simply operate to depreciate the value of the 
mlver dollars, and that they (the bankers) 
will be the chief sufferers from such deprecia- 
tion, since in that event their detors would 
always tender them silver dollars in payment 
of their notes and discounts. It will not be 
surprising, then, if the New York bankers 
shall voluntarily relinquish their purpose of 
discriminating against the standard silver 
dollars ; and, in view of this contingency, it 
will be as well for Congress to defer action 
until after the holidays, when it will soon be- 
come apparent what the National banks in- 


tend to do about this matter.

THE SUGAR BUSINESS. 

The taxation of sugar by Congress of late 
years has been one of the most monstrous 
abuses perpetrated by our monstrous tariff. 
Every effort to reform it, every atteinpt to 
modify or purify it, has been defeated by a 
majority in Congreas too ignorant or too 
corrupt to disturb the notorious fraud per- 
petrated under the name of patriotism. At last 
the frauds have become too glaring to permit 
the Government to ignore them any longer, 
so an attempt to reform the law has roused 
an excitement of the most intense character. 

There has never been a time in the his- 
tory of this Government when there was not 
a duty on imported sugar. Though the 
South was always opposed to protection, the 
interest of the sugar-planters was always 
sufficient to insure a tax on sugar. For the 
better understanding of the present extraor- 
dinary controversy on the sugar question, a 
brief statement of the past history of the 
sugar tax may be interesting. In 1789 sugar 
was taxed, brown, raw, or clayed, 1 cent per 
found, and loaf or candy, g cents per pound. 
These rates were increased in 1791 to 14 
and 5 cents; in 1795, to 23 cents and 9 
cents; and during the war with Great Brit- 
ain te 5 eents and 18 cents per pound. 
From 1816 to 1824 the classification was en- 
larged, and the rates were as follows 2 Brown, 
raw, or brown clayed, 8 cents per pound; 
loaf or candy, 12 cents; lump, 10 cents; 
white clayed, 4 cents. 

These rates continued substantially until 
the Whig tariff of 1842, when the rates were 
changed to 2}, 6, 6, and 6 cents per pound, 
respectively, Under the tariff of 1846, com- 
monly called the free-trade tariff, the duty 
was 30 per cent, andin 1857 was reduced to 
24 per cont. In 1861, raw brown sugar was 
taxed 2, and then 2} cents, and white sugar 
2} and 3 cents. Up to 1870 the old classifi- 
cation was continued, the respective rates 
being 3} and 4 cents per pound. Then, in 
the acts of July and December, 1870, was 
fully inaugurated the era of wholesale fraud. 
Then forthe first time was placed on the 
statute-book in full what is known as the 
„ Putch Standard,” and the sugar tariff be- 
came the complicated thing it now is. Here 
is the classification, with the rates:

This was a classification according 
‘“‘ Dutch Standard,” and it may be pertinent to 
explain just what the Dutch Standard” is. 
The following is an official explanation : 


When the new sugars from Java and Batavia 
arrive in Holland, the Board of sworn sugar- 
brokers in Rotterdam assemble and take samples 
of the different grades of sugars. Those are class- 
ified by color. As all the sugars from these colo- 
nies are clayed, the grain of the sugar is pretty 
even, and the tolor indicates the degree of purity 
and impurity. ‘These samples are agreed epee by 
the Board of Brokers, and numbered from 7 to 20 
and 22. They are then preserved in small white 
bottles and carefully sealed with the worn 
brokers’ seal. When the semi-annual auctions are 
held at Rotterdam. the parcels are sold by the num- 
bers, and the buyer, In orderto verify his pur- 
chase, say of No. 12, comypares the bulk with the 
mage — marked by the Board of Brokers

It must not, however, be supposed that 
the ‘Dutch Government, which imposed a 
tax on sugars, ever adopted the above stand- 
ard as a measure to govern in the regulation 
of duties. In fact, the Dutch Standard” 
was never in force in Holland. But our 
legislators fished it out in order to make 
the tariff as dishonest as possible, and to 
give a liberal margin for frauds upon the 
revenue, as wellas for the plunder of the 
people. In 1874, or perhaps later, Congress 
suddenly increased the duty on sugars 25 
per cent, adding thereby, it was estimated, 
about $25,000,000 to the value of the sugar 
in the hands of the refiners. . The importa-

legislation looking to reform. The „ 
however, has become too general and too 
glaring, and the Secretary of the ‘Treasury, 
with the approval of the President, has not 
only prosecuted the criminals, but has pre- 
sented to Congress a measure which will pro- 
tect the Treasury against fraud, increase the 
revenue, and add nothing to the tax on the 
consumers of sugar, The Secretary pro- 
poses to tax all sugars not above No. 13 one 
uniform rate, two and four-tenths cents per 
pound, the sugar not te exceed 94 degrees in 
saccharine strength; when sugar not above 
13 in color shall test above 94 in saccharine 
strength, then it is to pay the duty now ex- 
acted on sugar above 13 and not above 16. 
To the ordinary citizen, who thinks that 
the revenue laws ought to be honestly ad- 
ministered, and that confessed and notori- 
ous frauds ought to be broken up and pre- 
vented, this bill will of course commend 
itself highly. But the potency of a mo- 
nopoly, in the possession of the means of 
fraud, whereby millions of dollars are made 
annually, is immense, and the monopoly will 
never surrender withont a struggle. It has 
already entered the battle, and the sugar lobby, 
standing firmly by the Dutch Standard,” 
will in all probability defeat the bill or any 
bill having for its purpose an honest collec- 
tion of the duties on sugar. It is a remark- 
able fact that sugar-dealers in New York 
who insist so strongly on retaining the 
„Dutch Standard never buy or sell sugar 
by that standard. They know that it 
is of no value, either as a test 
of quality or value of sugar. They 
adopt in their business the polariscope 
to test the strength of the sugar, just as the 
Secretary of the Treasury now proposes 
shall be done in order to reach its taxable 
value. It remains to be seen whether 
honesty and justice on the one hand or the 
sugar-refiners on the other will have the 
greater influence with Congress. The recom- 
mendation of the Secretary of the Treasury 
strikes directly at the root of the crime, and, 
because it does so, the whole sugar interest 
is in arms against it; and it is questionable 
whether Congress will have the courage and 
the intelligence to stand by the Treasury and 
an honest collection of the revenue, or take 
the side of the monopolists, who can well 
afford to spend $20,000,000 to defeat the 
bill. The people have become restive under 
these frands and revenue swindles, and 
scrutinize closely the votes of Representa- 
tives on all these bills. The passage of this 
bill of the Secretary of the Treasury will 
reduce the price of sugars largely, without 
increasing the tax, and it should be passed. 


THE ENGLISH PANIC. 

The financial storm which has spent its 
fury in this country and left so many wrecks 
in its path, has struck England with even 
greater force, carrying down many great 
institutions before it, and superindueing a 
wide-spread panic in capital and distress in 
labor. The crash of the City of Glasgow 
Bank, with a deficit of $35,000,000, has been 
followed by that of the South Wales Bank 
and its branches, involving $17,500,000 more, 
and scores of heavy mercantile houses. The 
toppling over of these large concerns has 
induced a feeling of popular distrust which 
now threatens to end in a general run upon 
all the banks. Asan incident, or rather as 
one of the indirect causes of this financial 
disorder, the falling off in exports is signifi- 
cant as showing the alarming rapidity with 
which the English trade has diminished in 
the four years following 1878. In 1874 the 
falling off was $78,032,410; in 1875, $158,- 
493,200; in 1876, $272,626,995; in 1877, 
$282,167,650. or a total decline in four 
years Of $791,320,255. Withont stop- 
ping to imquire into the causes 
of this tremendous deficit in English indys- 
try, such as the tarifl, foreign com- 
petition, abundant and cheap labor 
elsewhere, te., the results are more 
important, for it is with these that 
England must deal, In the past two years 
there has been a general reduction of wages 
amounting to about 20 per cent, and this 
reduction is still going on in corresponding 
proportion to the continually retrograding 
movement of trade. In the cotton trade 
hundreds of mills have been closed, and 
those in operation are only ranning on two. 
thirds time. The manufacturers are sell- 
ing their goods at a loss, and, says’the Pull- 
ionist, it the whole world came to buy at 
present prices, it would only bankrupt the 
masters the more speedily.” ‘Tens of thou- 
sands of operatives are out of work, and in 
many large towns they are threatened with 
destitution. The iron trade is under the same 
depression, and in a great mgnufacturing 
centre like Sheffield workmen are on the 
point of starvation, and public meetings are 
now held to raise relief for them. In the 
coal districts the condition of industry is no 
better, Says one correspondent: ‘' Every- 
thing is going to ruin, trade rarely improves 
in winter, and it may be considered certain 
that affairs will be much worse in January 
than now. Everything seems to point to the 
belief that the coming winter will see worse 
trade and greater distress among the unem- 
ployed than has been known before in the 
present generation.” The dispatches which 
come from day to day confirm the gloomy 
forebodings of this correspondent written 


several weeks ago. 


England is passing through the same 
ruinous process of uncovering from which 
we have just emerged, with more disastrous 
results to her, however, since she is a manu- 
facturing country, and the blow has fallen 
directly upon this branch of industry. When: 
the shrinkage of values commenced in this 
country after 1873, and money appreciated 
and property depreciated, hundreds of 
prominent business houses and banks were 
exposed to the blast and went to ruin until 
hundreds. of millions of dollars were in- 
volved in bankruptcy. England is passing 
through the same ordeal, but has only half 
the distance to traverse, though the distress 
is keener.. In this country we have had to 
contend with the depreciation of paper 
monéy since the War, involving a wiping 
out of 30 per cent discount m greenbacks, 
and with the appreciation in gold since the 
panic. England is guffering only from an 
appreciation in gold. It has lowered the 
prices of every article of industry. It has 
forced the price of labor down to the 
starvation point. It has 


A contributor to the London Times says: 
We see American and Belgian cotton goods 
sold in Manchester and London; foreign 
cutlery imported inte Sheffield ; ironmongery 
to Birmingham ; worsted and woolen goods 
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of property and the equally rapid rise in the 
power of gold. So long as En- 

d clings to her infatuation for monomet- 
allism, so long she must expect a retrograde 
movement in her industry and constantly 
recurring depression. When she monetizes 
silver, whenever Germany changes her posi- 
tion and joins hands with England and the 
Latin Union for the establishment of the 
free coinage of silver, and the consequent 
reinforcement of the existing volume of 
bullion in Europe, there will be a revival of 
trade, and it will react upon this couatry 
with healthful effect. A volume of two hun- 
dred millions of silver poured into the chan- 


nels of trade in England would speedily re- 


vive her industries and relieve the distress of 
her operatives ; but so long as she cherishes 
her infatuation for the gold standard, with 
gold constantly growing dearer, she must 
suffer from her folly as she is doing now, and 
witness still further shrinkages in the value 
of property, and still further depression in 
the conditions of her industries.

THE NEW COUNTY BOARD. 

The first regular meeting of the new 
County Board makes it pretty certain that 
te Republican majority will be able to act 
together harmoniously, and that their power 
will be used in the interest of reform and re- 
trenchment, Their prompt discontinuance 
of the extra allowance to Szxrow on the 
brick contract ia probably the best evidence 
that could be demanded that the old Ring 
has been smashed. After the new members 
become familiar with the county service and 
their own duties, it is probable that they 
will discover many opportunities for saving 
money instead of creating opportunities for 
spending it, In the meantime, however, 
they should not allow themselves to Be be- 
betrayed int® inconsiderate action by a pre- 
tense in favor of retrenchment on the part of 
some of the old members who were 
conspicuously identified with the Ring, The 
allowance to the Sheriff for the dieting of 
prisoners is @ case in point. The allowance 
to ex-Sheriff Kenn was 35 cents; and when 
the question came up it was decided by the 
County Attorney that it could not be 
changed during his term without bis consent = 
if that was the law a year ago, it is the law 
now. Just before the late election the 
County Board fixed the allowance for the 
new term at 25 cents, or 10 cents less than 
Mr. Krux had.

In view of the fact 
that the Sheriffs salary is exhausted in 
his legal and other personal expenses 
growing out of the office, such an 
allowance will not afford him more than a 
reasonable compensation for the services 
and responsibilities attached to the position. 
The effort to reduce it to 18 cents, which is 
urged by two or three members of the old 
Board who formerly insisted upon maintain- 
ing the excessive allowance of 35 cents, or 
nearly twice as much, is either spite work or 
1s made in the hope that these same mem- 
bers can bring the new Sheriff to terms, as it 
was charged they did the former Sheriff. 
The zeal of the new members in favor of 
economy should not betray them into assist- 
ing the old Ring members to gratify their 
malice ; nor should it prompt them to take 
any unreasonable er unjust action. The 
matter is now before a special committee, 
and it should be decided on its 
merits, without any consideration for 
a pretense in favor of economy which 
comes from men whose votes and in- 
fluence in the past have been on the side of 
extravagance; the sudden conversion of such 
fellows is of itself a suspicious circumstance. 
A reduction of 83 per cent has already been 
made in the Sheriff's allowance, and that is 
retrenchment enough to start on, unless the 
former allowance was downright robbery. 
THE NEW YORK PRESS AND THE KID- 
GLOVE RING. 

We gave place a few days since to a com- 
munication from Philadelphia signed ‘‘ Mer- 
chant,” severely arraigning the press of New 
York City for its attitude towards the late 
prosecution of kid-glove importers by eus- 
toms officials. The writer contrasts the 
praises lavished upon Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Bristow by New York journals in 1875, 
for his prosecution and punishment of the 
whisky ringsters, with their latg assaults 
upon Treasury and other customs officials 
for their course in forcing the corrupt kid- 
glove importing ringsters to the wall. He 
declares truly that, in the former case, the 
English language hardly furnished adjectives 
sufficiently strong to serve the combined 
New York press as denunciations of the 
wicked distillers,” while in the latter in- 
stance of a similar fraud committed by the 
kid-glove importers the columns of these 
same journals ‘‘ are open only to defend the 
unscrupulous, to deceive the public, and to 
abuse and vilify honesty.” Merchant con- 
cludes that it makes a vast difference as to 
the ownership of the ox that is gored. 
In the, one case, Government of- 
ficials assaulted revenue thieves in 
the Western States: in the other, the 
assaults fell upon defrauders of the rev- 
enue in the City of New Tork. Merchant’s ” 
arraignment is strictly just. In the kid- 
glove controversy which ended in the dis- 
comfiture of the ring, the press of New 
York City, with the exception of one or two 
journals, was found solid on the side of the 
rogues and agninst the prosecuting officials.

These illustrations furnish a solution to 
the extraordinary course of the New York 


press in the kid-glove frands. New York is 


essentially a mercantile city. Ita merchant 
princes make and give tone to its society. 
They sustain its higher educational institu- 
tions and its institutions for the promotion 
of the arts and sciences. They support and 
give character to itschurches. They replen- 
ish the treasury df its charitable institutions. 
They are the heart and soul of New York. 
Without them New York City would be noth- 
ing; with them it is the commercial and 
financial metropolis of the country. By 
virtue of this supremacy the merchants of 
New York have become haughty and arro- 
gant; and it is no new thing for men puffed 
up by vanity to assume to defy and attempt 
to override both morul and statute laws. As 
New York City owes everything to this 
class of its citizens, so the press 
owes everything to them, and is 
responsible to them. It is not surprising 
that it seeks, eagerly, inspiration from them. 
If, then, the merchants implicated in the 
late kid-glove frauds are fairly representative 
of the great merchants of New York, as a 
class, their appeal to the press was bound to 
be heeded, Is there any doubt on this point? 
Scarcely. The house of A. T. Sruwast & 
Co. stood at the head of the list of contest- 
ants in the kid-zlove controversy, and we 
have the word of the New York press that 
all the other houses implicated are highly 
respectable, Judge Hizzton took the lead in 
bitter denunciation of all the officials con- 
nected with the kid-glove seizures, and the 
press followed suit with great alacrity. We 
find, then, that the press of New York does 
not create public opinion, but accepts it 
ready-made at the hands of the chief class 
of the community where they are published. 

There is another reason for the desire of 
New York merehants to override both moral 
and statute laws in this connection. New 
York City has lost large blocks of its jobbing 
trade; it has also lost a large share of the 
export trade of the country. These losses 
are severely felt, not only by the mereantile 
community, but by the representatives of all 
the vast interests centeringthere. This feel- 
ing of regret and chagrin naturally com- 
municates itself to the press. Hence both 
press and people unite to protect to the ut- 
most the importing interest. In this strong 
desire to retain exclusive control of the for- 
eign import trade may be found the seeret of 
the ardent, passionate defense put forth in 
behalf of the kid-glove ring by the com- 
bined press of New York City. It, is a 
wretched spectacle of the domination of 
avarice over the consciences of men. And 
it tends to confirm the theory of the political 
economists that the press, like the ruler and 
the clergyman, too often reflects rather than 
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Some of the womenin San Francisco of the

Reported Pooling of Interests by 
the Illinois Central and the 
Wabash, 


Opening of Another Reading-Room for 
the Benefit of Railroad Men. 


THE COMMISSION, 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

Spninorisip, III., Dec. 10.— The regular 
monthly meeting of the Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners was beld to-day, present 
a full Board. In an informal way, the com- 
plaints of discrimination against the canal and 
the grain-receivers of Chicago were discussed ; 
but, as no specific charges had been made, no 
action could be taken on the matter. The Canal 
Commissioners will be invited to meet the 
Board some day next week at Chicago, The 
graiv-receivers wili also be invited to attend aud 
present the facts they have ascertained and the 
charges they may formulate, if any. 

The bills for the month of November, and the 
bay-rolls of the Grain-Iuspection Department 
upto Dec. 15, were audited and ordered paid. 
Both items aggregate $8,090. 

The Board considered the charges of extortion 
and unjust discrimination preferred by D. B. 
Smith, of Jacksonville, against what is known 
as the Jacksonville coal pool, composed of the 
Wabash, Pekin & Peoria amd the Alton Rail- 
roads. The charge against the Wabash was that, 
on certain car-loads of coal shipped from 
Springfield to Jacksonville, he was compelled to 
pay $10.80 per car-load, while the road was 
charging J. D. Crabb, another coal-dealer, only 
$8. The Wabash answered and stated that it 
would give Mr. Smith the same rate, provided 
be would agree to shipthe same quantity as 
Mr. Crabb—600 tons between now and the lst 
of next July. It was not claimed that the 
charge of $10.80 exceeded the Commissioners’ 
schedule. Mr. Smith was represented by Sena- 
tor Collom, of Jacksonville, who argued that it 
was a clear case of uajust discrimination, and 
contrary to Sec. 3 of the Railway Commission- 
ers’ act. The railroad officials—Freight-Agent 
Bixler, of the Wabash, and Greenleaf, of 
the Farmers’ Read, a short line ranning 
from Jacksonville to Virden, which forms the 
fourth member of tbe pool—denied the allega- 
tion, and claimed that the railroad bad the 
same right to give wholesale prices for freight 
as the merchant had for his goods. Commis- 
sioner Oberly concurred in this opinion. while 
Commissioners Smith and Bogue were opposed. 
Finally the question was referred to Attorney- 
General Edeail, and, should he deeide iu favor 
of the complainant, suit will be at once entered 
against the Railroad Company. 

The charge against the Alton was the refusal 
of Divisiou-Superiutendent Morse, in the shape 
of a notification, to receive on its track at-Ashb- 
land the cars of the Ohio & Mississt Road 
laden with coal shipped from Spriugfeld for 
hauling to Jacksonville. The Alton re- 
plied that it bad never refused the tender 
of any cara for the complainant made by the 
Ohio Mississippi, and was Willing to receive 
any that might be Tothis answer Mr. 
Smith dem on the ground that it was 
purely a 1 reply, and did not cover the 
case. The Commissioners took no action on 
this complaint, leaving Mr. Smith to infer that 
it might be well enough for him to make the 
tender of a car-load as a test case. 

The charge against the Peoria, Pekin & Jack- 
sonville Road was one of alleged extortion. 
Mr. Smith claimed that the Company bad 
charged him $11.80for transporting one car of 
coal from Virginia to Jacksonville, which he 
claimed to be $2.80 cents in excess of the Com- 
missioners’ schedule, aud that, shortiv after- 
wards, the same road carried coal from the Hol- 
lis — oe Peoria, to Jacksonville, for $8 per 
car. r. Smith claimed a reclamation, 
and the Company offered him $1, which 
he declined to accept. On investigation 
it was ascertained that the car-load 
had contained twelve tons instead of ten, and 
that, at 90 cents per ton, he should have paid 
$10.80. On the question of the discrimination, 
it appeared that he was offered the $3 rate if he 
would agree to ship as much coal as the party 
who was enjoying it. The complaint was dis- 
missed 


To-morrow the Commissioners will be en- 
gaged in giving the finisning touches to their 
report and determining what additional legisla- 
tion they will ask for. 


RAILROAD ROBBERY,

pW hat Ubicago needs is another line of road to 
Council Bluffs. Don’t startle at this sugges- 
tion, because it is net so big a thing as it might 
appear at first sight to be. The trouble now is 
that Chicago doesn’t control any of ber roads. 
Baltimore merchants, in a great measure, 
own the Baltimore & Ohio Road, 
hence that road is operated in the 
interest of Baltimore. Philadelphia owns 
a large interest in the Pennsylvania 
Road, and for that reason Philadelphia is favor- 
ed by the Pennsylvania Company. Ihe three 
trunk lines w go out of Chicago and run 
across Iowa, and come together again at 
Council Biuffs, are owned and managed by 
Eastern and foreign capitalists, for their sole 
benetit. But Chicago, tbe centre of more railroads 
than any other point in tbe world, has no rail- 
road it can claim as her own. 

Suppose a Chicago company should build a 
road to Council Bluffs. How would such a 
project affect the roads now so grievously com- 

lained off In the first place,such a road coulda 

built and equipped for $15,000 per mile, and 
laid with steei rails. Now, the three roads re- 
ferred to are required to pay dividends on 
about $45,000 per mile of road,—the Chicago 
& Northwestern probably paying, as rental, on 
its Iowa leased lines, 8 per cent on a much larger 
sum than that, actually paying for the use of 
the eighty-two miles from Clintonto Cedar 
Rapids $6, mile per year, half enough to 
bulld the „ 80 it will be seen that a new 
line could afford to do the business for about 
one-half the rates fixed by the lowa combina- 
tion. 

Then, too, a shorter line can be built. The 
distance from Chicago to Council Bluffs, by the 
Iowa pool lines, is as follows:

Bond the 
road for $10,000 per mile, and the thing is done. 
This plan would give the control of the road 
to Chicago.

RATLROAD-MEN’S READING-ROOM. 

For some time past the Chicago, Roak Isiaud 
& Pacifie Railroad has had a reading-room for 
itsemployes. It was the only railroad-men’s 
reading-room in the city, and as such was care- 
fully guarded, watched, and worked, and has 
been the means of the dissemination of much 
useful knowledge among the men, and the so- 
ing of good seed in the religious world. The 


success whieh attended it, and the interest 


which attached to it, led the F. M. C. A. through 
ite railway workers to but forth the great energies 
forthe establishing of other such rooms by the 
other railroads ceutering in this city. The work 
that has been done was made apparent last 


night at the opening of reading-rooms at the 
corner of Oanal and Kinzie streets in the 
old depot of the Chicago & Galena Union Rail- 
road. The Chicago & Northwestern Railroad, 
tbrough the influence of Mr. Marvin Hugnitt, 
General Manager of the road, bas fitted up very 
commodious and neat apartments in the old 
depot and donated them to the employes of the 
road as areading-room. The T. M. C. A. has 
been given charge of the piace, and hereafter it 
will be open from 8 o’clock a. m. till late at 
vight for the accommodation of apy and ali em- 
ploves, especially those who have an hour or 
ta o to speud in waiting for trains. As above 
noted, the rooms were opened last night, and 
they were packed to suffocation. 

The Young Men’s Christian Association took 
charge of the very pleasant exercises, Mr. T. W. 
Harvey presiding, and Messrs, O. 8. A. Sprague, 
A. T. Hemingway, George N. Culver, and 
Henry Forsythe, members of the Board of Man- 
agers, appearing among the audience, which 
numbered about 300 persons, to say nothing of 
the many who were unabdie to gain admittance. 
Prof. C. C. Case’s male choir was present, and 
added much by its singing to the pleasure of 
the evening. 

After prayer had been offered by the Rev. E. 
P. Goodwin, Mr. Hemingway read a portion of 
the report of John Morrisou, Railway Secretary 
of the Chicago Y. M. C.A.,for the quarter 
ending Sept. 30 last. It showed that there had 
been in this city sixty-two meetings of railway 
men with au attendance of 1,104; tracts had 
been supplied to 467 engines, cabooses, etc., 
221 flag and switch-houses, 91 offices and depots, 
and 47 families; in all, 3,756 tracts had been 
distributed, and 225 conversations had been held 
on religious matters. Mr. Hemingway also 
spoke of the meetings held at the Rock Island 
car-shops, and of the services at the Northwest- 
ern shops. He also read part of an annua) re- 
port made by Mr. E. D. soll, Railway 
Secretary of the International Committee of the 
. M. C. A. This report set forth that in the 
last year twenty-four Associations of railroad 
men had been formed, and eight reading-rooms 
had been established, and that there were now 
m this country about 800,000 railroad men. 

Lyford, General Superintendent of 
the Chicago & Eastern lilinois Railroad; Rob- 
ert Forsyth, General Freight-Agent of the Chi- 
cago & Eastern IIHnois jroad; F. E. Morse, 
General Western 8 Agent of the Lake 
Shore & Michigan Southern Railroad; H. C.

TROUBLE AT ST. PAUL. 
Special Diepatch te The Tribune. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., Dec. 10.—Friday last articles 
of incorporation were filed in the Secretary 
of State’s office by Mitchell, Merrili & Company, 
of Milwaukee, Prior, of Minneapolis, and Chand- 
ler, of St. Paul, constituting themselves the 
Minneapolis & St. Paul Railroad Compgny, for 
building a new road connecting the Milwaukee & 
St. Paul track, in this city, with Minneapolis 
by a line crossing the river at or near the mouth 
of Minnehaha Creek. At1o’clock this morn- 
ing this new campany put aforce of men grad- 
ing from the end of the bridge to the upper part 
of this city on the staked line lately located by 
the St. Paulg Sioux City Company for reach- 
ing the loGition where the latter Company 
is about to obuild repair shops. The 
action of the new Company, which represents 
the Milwaukee & St. Paul Company, is under 
stood to be bascd on a suspicion that the St. 
Paul & Sioux City Company really intended to 
build a line to Minneapolis, which would shut 
out the Milwaukee & St. Paul Company from a 
chance of obtaining a short line to 
that city in place of the line by 
Mendota, part of which, from St. Paul to Men- 
dota, is owned and oper@ted in common by the 
two companies. The St. Paul and Sioux City 
officers, regarding the proceedings of the new 
company as a trespass, contemplated prompt 
action, and a ramor prevailed this 
evening that a force of 300 men had 
been sent out to drive away § the 
Minneapolis & St. Paul working parties. This 
rumor proves to have been at least premature, 
though such a force was actually organized and 
ready to move. The officers of the St, Paul & 
Sioux City Company this evening represent, at 
this hour, that the trespass will be firat a mat- 
ter of negotiation, and next, if negotious 
are delayed or fail, will result’ in 
legal proceedings. The work is proceeding 
to-night. The proposed line of the new com- 
pany would shorten the rail distance between 
the two cities for the Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Company about half. It would also probably be 
in the way of the Northwestern, Sioux City, and 
other companies obtaining short connections 
with Minneapolis. but the Sioux City officers 
claim that their tittle is good to the right-of-way 
seized by the new company, and that the latter 
has not obtained a valid charter. 


A NEW DEAL 

Rumors have been in circulation during the 
last day or two thatthe Illinois Central and 
Wabash Railroads have perfected an arrange- 
ment by which the former will give up the proj- 
ect fof organizing a line to run into Chicago, 
and the latter will not carry out its de 
sign to build an extension to St.

New York, Dec. 10.—The Times says: “No 
effort is made to conceal the fact that the 
various railroad and steamship lines are engaged 
in a general slaughter of schédule rates on 
through freights. Special terms were openly 
offered to shippers, and ruling rates on the 
Produce Exchange were as low as 00 to 
65 cents per 100 pounds from Ubicago to Liver- 
pool by all routes. Steamer freights from this 
city to Europe were down to thirty shillings 
and thirty-two shillings and six pence per ton, 
and, in Boston, engagements were made to 
any extent at twenty-five sbillings. Last week 
the lowest through rates that could 
be obtained in this city were 80 cents per 100 
pounds, It is said, on good anthority, that at 
at least two firms are getting their freights 
from Chicago at 30 cents, while the schedule 
rate is 40, and from Cincinnati at 28 cents, while 
the schedule rate is 38. Another report was 
current on ’Change to the effect that engage- 
ments have been concluded over roads center- 
ing in this city for 1,500 car-loads of wheat for 
January at a discount of over 50 per cent. The 
fortunate party is supposed to be Keene.

Another Conference with Mr. Bilfings. 

The Committees on Gas and Finance hetd a joint 
meeting yesterday afternoon at the Cound! Cham- 
ber to hear Mr. Billings, the President of the West 
Side gas concern, tell what he would do toward 
lowering his rates. 

Mr. Billings was present and commenced his 
proposition by apologizing for disaypointing the 
Committee on previous occasions. Even now he 
was unprepared, on account of a rush of business, 
to make as full & showing and statement as he 
wished to put before the city. He was willing, he 
said, to meet all reasonable demands, and he 
would easy that he had tried to meet 
the Aldermen ina spirit of conciliation, and tried 
to do what the city requested, notwithstanding the 
fact that his Company bad a contract which he be- 
lieved was binding.

The 
care was partially neard, and Judge Gary, becoming 
disgusted, informed Lynett's attorney that the fur- 
ther hearing of tive case would be postponed until 
the Court was at leisure. 


The Committee on Public Charities met 
yesterday aftcrnoon, and, after auditing a number 
of bills with a care unknown to the former admin- 
istration, the qnestion of aapplving chemical or 
other apparatus to protect the Insane Asylum 
against fire was taken up. The proposition was 
discussed and disposed of by referring the whoie 
maiter to a special committee composed of Mesars. 
Spofford and Stewart. 


Another fire occurred at the Insane Asylum 
yesterday, out noone could be found who knew 
much about it. The institution was not destroyed, 
however, and no one was burned to death, and the 
damage is not believed to have deen great. If 
these fires continue every day somebody wili begin 
to suspect that an attempt in the shape of a 
„ flaming argument is being made to sell the 
county some patent fre apoaratus. There is no 
doubt but that the Asylum hae very poor protection 
against fires, but to have a fire every aay since the 
new Board has been installed seems to be forcing 
the flames a littie. 


The Committee on Jail and Jail Accounts 
looked through the jail yesterday with the view of 
seeing whether a recent requisition for beds and 
bedding ought to be allowed or not. They found 
that the prisoners had been destroying the beds at 
arapid rate, and, as a consequence, that some of 
them had not where to rest their bones, They 
were of opinion that the jail authorities ought to 
better protect the county property. but agreed to 
recommend the allowance of the requisition, cau- 
tioning those in authority, however, for the future 
against allowing the prisoners to destroy their beds. 


The Board has done one good thing, and it 
is to be hoped that it will stick to it. It has left 
the heads of the several county departments to ap- 
point their own subordinates. If the Commission- 
ers will adhere to this, there is no doubt but the 
several institutions will be better run than they 
have been. The heads of departments ought to be 
held responsibie for their work, and they cannot be 
uniess they are allowed to select their assistants, 
and each Commissionerr should keep hands off. 
Last year the heads were supposed to make their 
own appointments, bat in fact they did not, and, 
as a consequence, wherever there was blame to be 
found the responsibility came back on the Com- 
mismoners. It should be different, and the prom- 
ise is that it will oe. 


The Committee appointed to wait upon 
Sheriff Hoffa. anu em the matter of reducing the 
number of his Deputies or their salaries did noth- 
ing terday, and matters remain as they were. 
He kas appointed twelve Deputies for city work, 
while the Board, acting on the advice of the Judges 
of the Circuit Court. only allowed him eight, x- 
ing their salaries at 82. 000 per year, and ail in ex- 
ceus of this number at per year. At the con- 
ference the Judges thought eight Deputies suffi- 
cient, and suggested, to avoia an in- 
crease, that all appointed over that 
number be allowed only $600, which would pre- 
vent persons seeking the place. Mr. Senne's 
proposition to allow the twelve Depaties $1,600 
each harmonizes the ideas of the Judges and the 
Board, and it is thought that it will meet Sheriff 
Hoffmann's approval. If it does not, eight of the 
Depaties will receive $2,000 and the other four

Cuneo HARBOR. 
SOME IMPORTANT CHANGES HAVE BEEN MADE 
ip the plan of the Chicago harpor improvements as 
originally adopted by tue Board of United States 
Bugineers in 1871; in fact, the present Govern- 
ment pier, which extends from the mouth of the 
river to a point opposite Van Buren street, —a dis- 
tance of 4. 000 feet. is about the only part of the 
old scheme that has been or will be carried out. 
It was originally designed to construct a closing 
pier from the shore breakwater to the extreme 
southern end of the present outer breakwater or 
pier, thus shutting in the basin and leaving an 
area of 270 acres only, while the new project gives 
eat admits of an entrance from the sea 
at southernend of the outer pier, and. besides 
providing for better shelter from southeastefly 
gives a far better aud a much longer dock 
ine that can be extended if future exivencies re- 

uire t. Capt. G. J. Lydecker, United States 

ngineer in charge of the harbor-work here, is 
the originator of the pew scheme, and it is the 
opinion of experienced navigators and others en- 
gaged in maritime pursuits, as well as civil engi- 
neers and those familiar with works of like charac- 
ter, to whon the plan has been shown, that it 
is far superior to the old plan. and will give harbor 
facilities that will meet future demands. Ia 
August last a Board of Engineers, composed of 
Col. Houston and Maj. Roberts, in charge of the 
barbor worn at Milwaukee, Col. Maneueld and 
Maj. Smith at Indianapolis, and Capt. Lydecker, 
eonvened in this city, and, after a thorough exami 
nation uf the new scheme and its adaptability and 
feasibility, adjourned to meet again last month, 
whon, after a three days’ ses ion, the new plan was 
formally adopted and submitted to the Chief 
of Engineers at Wasnington. who, in turn, pre- 
eentea it to the Secretary of the Treasury. itis 
understood that the Washington officials mentioned 
ure in favor of it, and, in fact, Capt. Lydecker ex- 
pecta to receive official instructions to-day to pro- 
ceed with the work under the new pian. and bids 
will de advertiseu for soon for the supplying of the 
timber for the cribs. so that it may be laid down in 
season for an early beginning of the work. 

THE NEW PLAN 

furnishes an entrance tothe basin from the sea, 
and is formed by an extension of the present work 
u pier 200 feet long, and commencing 800 feet 
from the other. This extension will be used for 
lights, etc., and will de similar in construction to 
the present one. The closing pier will run diag- 
onally from the southern end of the breakwater 
extension to a point opposite Twelfth street, und 
1, 700 feet distant from the shure oreakwater. It 
will be 3,440 feet long, and may be continued 
at any future time to the dock or shore-line at the 
unos Central Raiiroad round-house at Fourteenth 
street. The Government pier is thirty feet wide, 
but the pro closing pier will be sixteen feet 
wide and will consist of crib-work, the base being 
twenty feet wide and resting on a foundation of 
bearing piles. 

The distance from the shore breakwater to the 
proposed dock-line jis 1,400 feet, and from the 
outer breakwater 2,000 feet. Projecting piers can 
Ye constructed by private enterprise from the saore 
to the proposed dock line. 

THE FOLLOWING IS AN OUTLINE 
of the new vlan, and will give the reader and idea 
of the location of the piers, dock-line, entrances 
to tae harbor and busiu, the old closing picr and 
the new one, and the dimensions of the work ac- 
coth plished and of that proposed: 


~ North Pier. 
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THE WHOLE COST 
of the new work is estimated at $150.000. The 
appropriation made by Congress last session for 
this harbor was $75,000, of which $15.000 has 
been used the present year for dredging the basin 
ont so as to give a chante! way 400 feet wide, and 
with a minimum depth of 16% feet. That is the 
Only work that has been done here this season, 
and the balance of the appropriation—$55, 000— 
will be used for the new work. The amount asked 
for by Capt. Lydecker im his report to the Chief of 
Engineers is 8125. 000. 

At the meeting of the engineers, Nov. 6, 7, and 
8, it was also proposed, in order to complete the 
harbor improvements here, to erect an extvrior 
breakwater 5,000 feet long. about a mile anda 
quarter northeasterly from the entrance piers, and 
extepding from the northwest to the soutneas:, for 
the parpose of providing a good aaroor 
of refuge and furnishing a good hold- 
img-ground for vessels during the preva- 
lence of northeasterly and northerly storms. 
The Board recommended the scheme, and, in its re- 
vort, said the exact location of the breakwater 
should be fully studied by the engineer in charge 
before being settled upon. Nothing definite bas 
been done about this latter project, and it will be 
some time before Capt. Lydecker will fully deter- 
mine ou the plan of the work, which will be of the 
most massive character. 

When all the improvements proposed are com- 
pleted, Chicago will have a fine outer harbor, 
ample for all future needs. and one commensurate 
with her position as the leading port of the world, 
the annual arrivais and clearances of vessels being 
greater than at any Other port on either continent.
